Several Launches were sunk, boat 
piers were washed out and the surface 
of Fox Lake has been raised fully eight 
inches OS a result of the terreflc storm 
of Monday. It is said the damage to 
different resorts in the county will run 
into thousands of dollars. 

The weather this year up to a few 
days ago has been so pleasant that 
many motorboats owners have caused 
their launches to be sent to. Fox Lake 
and "placed in the water. When the 
storm broke suddenly on Monday there 
was no time to go out and tow them in. 
Some of them were swamped by the 
heavy seas which washed over them, 
while others broke loose from their 
rnooringB ond . were washed ashore. 
Some were carried almost upon dry 
land by the force of the storm. 

On Tuesday the owners of these boats 
were busy seeking to recoyer them. In 
several instances the boats will have to 
be overhauled thoroughly as thev were 
damaged to a more or less serious ex- 
tent. In other cases it will' be nec- 
essary merely to raise them to the sur- 
face, bale the water out of them and 
allow, theju to dry out. Whether it will 
"affect the engines is something that 
will have to be determined, in some 
cases the boats were sunk in water.so 
deep that the owners may have some 
difficulty in recovering them. 

Resort owners on Fox Lake and also 
or. other lakes say they cannot recall a 
time when mora damage has been done 
by a storm than was the case on Mon 
day. While the fact that the lake is 
now eight inches higher than usual 
does not indicate that it is at the dan- 
ger point it serves to illustrate the ef- 
fect of the storm.

set the Tamount of her purchase, she, 
suddenly exclaimed: "Oh I have an ' 
awful pain in mv head," and reeling 
backward she fell to the Moor, Mr. 
Chinn rushed to her side, but according 
to his statement life was already ex- 
tinct and not a muscle moved after she 
touched the floor. Although knowing 
for a certainty that she was dead he 
hurriedly called a physician who only 
confirmed his first opinion. An under- 
taker was then called and the body re- 
moved to the undertaking room here an 
inquest was held the same evening af- 
ter which it was taken to the home. 

The deceased was about forty two 
years of age and was the mother of 
eight children, five daughters and three 
sons. The eldest daughter was married 
about three weeks ago, and the young- 
est child is about seven years of age. 

Death was supposid to have been 
caused by heart trouble. The family 
have the sympathy of all in their be- 
reavement.

In the palmy days of the Panhandle 
of Texas a *'round.up" meant a gather- 
ing of all the people of consequence for 
miles around. Lake county is to have 
a "round-up"— not of its cow-punchers 
but of its thrifty farmer folks. Through 
the Farmers* Institute Association 
Samuel Insull of Libertyville has invited 
the farmers of the county to spend a 
day on his farm 

One of the most beautiful natural 
groves to be found anywhere in the 
county is the DesPlaines river on the 
other Milwaukee avenue and directly 
across the road is a beautiful alfalfa 
field, while a spring of soarkllng pure 
water is accessible and the setting of 
the scene will be a most inviting one. 

This farm comprises about 2,500 
acres, in an area of that extent many

"Pourth — That no longer will the sale 
or use of manufacture of liquor be pro- 
hibited from property sold under the 
leases. (Of course this point is regulat- 
ed directlv by the people's vote, but 
even if they should have voted wet in 
the past, the land could not be used for 
wet purposes as the leases prevent sale 
or manufacture of liquor on the pro- 
perty.)

WAUKEGAN WILL 

HAVE NATIONAL EX- 
PERIMENTAL STATION 

Waukegan Is being made the center 
for a national experimental station 
which has been established on North 
Sheridan road by the National Soil Fer- 
tility league which has its headquarters 
in Chicago, The station has been locat- 
ed upon the eighty acre farm which 
lies just north of the Wall farm. 

That the plan is one of great scope is 
indicated by the fact that men of na- 
tional reputation are back of it. James 
Hill, the railroad magnate. Is chairman 
of the advisory committee. Former 
William Howard Taft, Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, Secretory of State William J. 
Bryan, Speaker of the House Champ 
Clark, William C. Brown, Samuel W. 
Allerton, J. M. Studebaker and others 
are on the advisory committee. On 
the board of directors are such men as 
Crank G. Logan, Clarence S. Funk, 
John S. Goodwin, Frederick A. Delano, 
E. S. Conway. Frank Baackes and 
Howard Gross.

Under the new plan, if oresented after 
the thirtieth day and within one year 
of the last day of the month of insu- 
ance money orders will be paid only at 
the office designated as the paying 
ofHce, or be repaid at the office oMssue.

AMERICANS SAFE ON SHIPS 



Othap Forolgnera Are In Range of 
Guns— Huorta Force* Retreat To- 
wards Capital When Menaced by Za- 
pata's Troops—U.S. Men Seize Light. 



Vera Cruz. Mexico, May 12.— News 
that Tamplco had fallen Into the hancia 
of tlio Mexican rebels was received 
after midnight on Monday by a battle- 
ship in tlio harbor here, which picked 
Tip a wireless message conveying the 
newB. The dispatch reported that the 
federal losses had been extremely 
heavy, and that all foreigners who 
bad remained In the city were seeking 
refuge on the warshlpe In the harbor. 
The IBrltiah worship iSaaox will sail for 
Tnmplco Immediately to protect the 
lives and Interesta of British citizens. 

Juarez. May 12.— The moat desper- 
ate fought battle of the present Mexi- 
can revolution waa fought on Sunday 
ot Tamplco* according to reports 
reaching constitutionalist otQcers here. 

Some of the oil wells and tanka 
vero burned and a portion of llio 
town was razed by flames. 

All Americana . have been taken 
aboard the United States warships, 
tut other foreigners are scattered 
throughout the oU well district, the 
aection of the battleHelU that the 
United States suggested ho made a 
neutral zone. The constitutionalist 
generals refused to adopt this sugges- 
tion. 

By the light of the blazing oil tanka, 
fired by stray shots, the rebel artillery- 
men hurled shot after shot from 20 
heavy field guns Into the strongly on- 
trenched posltlmi held by Gen. Ignacio 
Morales Zaragoza, In the center of the 
town, sweeping the breastworks with 
a hall of 8hrai)nel In an effort to open 
the way for a dash by Gen. Pablo 
Oonralea' Infantry. 

The 20 French Held guns captured 
by General Gonzales at .Monterey and 
placed In position before Tampico 
have done tremendous execution, the 
French shrapnel bursting with the ut- 
most precision In sharp contrast to 
the home-made shells used by Villa 
In his battles about Torreon. 

Seven thousand constitutionalists 
under Gen. Pedro Gonzales and Luis 
Caballero were engaged. 

Reports have reached hero that a 
strong force of constitutionalist cav- 
airy Is in pursuit of Gen. Rodrlgo 
Quevedo, nominally a federal who has

General Funston Is Impatient at tho 
prospect of delay. In his dispatch ad- 
vising the war department of the sit- 
uation, ho recommended that tho navy 
hold Vera Cruz while ho proceed with 
his command of 4,500 men to Moil- 
CO City. 

He expressed supremo confidence In 
hia ability to make the trip and cap- 
ture Huerla'a capital. According to 
reports, he has equipped trains with 
sanilbaga and machine guns, and was 
prepared to start if authorized to 
do so. 

Tho presldcat, however, decided 
against any such precipitate move- 
ment. Ho does not want to capture 
and occupy Mexico City if It can be 
avoided. 

General Huerta'a protest against 
the strengthening of the American 
lines around Vera Cniz, taken In con- 
nection with the reports that General 
Maaa. tho Mexican leader, has troops 
far outnumbering the United Slates 
in cloao proximity to the seaport oc- 
cupied by the Americans, has oroused 
fears of an attack that might result 
In a catastrophe. 

That the protest of General Huerta 
has not delayed peace plans was dem* 
onstrated, however, when tho A.-B.-C. 
mediators were notified by tho Huerta 
government that tho Mexican delegates 
had left Mexico City Saturday for 
Niagara Falls via Vera Cruz and Key 
West 

General Funston's plea for more 
troops has been met with the decision 
to dispatch additional forces to Vera 
Cniz as quickly as possible.

Indianapolis, Ind.*, May 11.— That 
"It Is not the part of wisdom for tho 
miners In the organized smtos to en- 
gage In a general strike at' this par- 
ticular time," waa the report on Fri- 
day of tho special committee to the 
International executive board of the 
United Mine Workers ot America, In 
session here. It was decided, how- 
ever, to push the strike In Colorado, 
and an appeal for financial help was 
issued. It follows In part: 

"Will you aid them (the Colorado 
strikers and families), In their strug- 
gle against John D. nockefelle;, Jr., 
and tho interests which ho represents? 
The request of tho president of the 
United States through his personal 
representative that Mr. Rockefeller 
UBo his Influence' In behalf of peaco 
was refused, 

"When he denied the president's re* 
quest, ho assumed to be bigger than 
the government itself. Shall such a 
condition bo tolerated by a free pe'o- 
pie? Is Mr. Itockefeller and the Inter- 
ests which he represents larger and 
more powerful than tho government 
of tho United States?" 

The Colorado report vehemently at- 
tacks John D. Itockefeller. Jr.. de- 
claring that ho, by "one word, favor- 
ing a settlement through a meeting 
between tho representatives ot tho 
coal companies and tho representa- 
tives of the striking employes," could 
have avoided tho loss of lite: and dam- 
ago to property In that state. 



Uome, May 12.— There was another 
violent earthquake In Sicily Sunday, 
but It was In a different section from 
the one of Friday night. Tho shock 
was most sovero at Randazzo, on the 
northwestern slope of Mount Etna, 
some fifteen or twenty miles from tho 
section affected by Friday's shocks. 

There was a panic at Randazzo. 
which is a town of 10,000 Inhabitants. 
It Is not known whether there were 
any casualties as a result of tho 
shock. 

Catania, May 12,— Throughout tho 
night rescue parties', surgeons. Rod 
Cross attendants, soldiers and priests 
worked among tho ruins of tho vil- 
lages on the eastern slope of Mount 
Etna, which were devastated by tho 
earthquake. The list of known dead 
Is placed at 200 and 1,0000 injured, but 
It Is believed that many are still un- 
der the wreckage of houses. 

Surgeons performed operations In 
the open by torchlight. 

Hodles lined tho road and every ef- 
fort waa made to identify the victims, 
aa many of them will be Interred at 
sunrise. Cardinal Franclsca-Nava, 
archbishop of Catania, gathered tho 
survivors at Donlgardo around an al- 
tar erected on the lava and celebrated 
mass. 

ProiOBsor Fad ot Mount Etna ob- 
servatory said that the Intensity of 
this -earthquake was greater than at 
MesBlna in 190S. Mount Etna has 
been In constant activity for nearly 
three years. Somo_ of the railways 
have been repaired and aid Is arriving, 
broad still Is urgently needed and 
there Is much suffering from lack- ot 
water, as the acqueducta have been 
broken at GarbatI, IJouglardo and 
Linera, all of which are without a 
drop of water. 

Queen Helena has sent clothing and 
medicines to tho afflicted districts 
and has notified thoso In charge that 
she has set to work again as at the 
time of the Messina earthquake.

New York, May 11.— President Wll- 
son, congress and the nation paid 
tribute today to the memories of tho 
seventeen brave Aporlcan sailors and 
roarlnea who loot their Uvea In tho 
flfihtlng that attended the taking of 
Vera Cruz and whoso bodies were 
brought back homo on tho armored 
cruiser for burial. 

The Montnnna arrived In New York 
harbor yesterday afternoon, having 
been met Saturday off tho Virginia 
capea by Secretary Daniels and a par- 
ty of navy department offlclala aboard 
tho presidential yacht Mayfiowor. 
President Wilaon camd up from Wash- 
Ington last night, and tho congres- 
slonal delegation arrived early this 
morning. 

When tho Montana anchored off the 
Battery yesterday the bodies of tho 
dead bluejackets and marines wore 
landed at onco andplaced on caissons 
which wero parked on tho south side 
ot tho plaza In tho Battery and 
guarded by a detachment from the 
cruiser. 

At 9 o'clock thlfl morning tho order 
waa given for the funeral cortege to 
move. It waa a solemn and Imposing 
procession, with doUchments from 
tho battleshlpa Wyoming and Texas, 
the New York naval rallltla, the Span- 
ish war veteran^ and numerous civ- 
ilian bodies In line. A halt was made 
In City Hall plaza In Manhattan, 
where school children chanted a hymn 
In honor of the dead. 

The funeral services wero held at 
the Brooklyn navy yard. President 
Wllsou.was tho only speaker, and his 
address wag an eloquent and touching 
tribute to the bravery and patriotism 
of tho dead, and a consoling of their 
bereaved relatives.

Washington, May in.— Samuel Gom- 
pora, president; John Mitchell, former 
ly second vice-president, and Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor, won a .sweeping 
victory In tho Supremo court of tho 
United States on Monday when that 
court sot naldo tho sentences imposed 
on tho labor lenders growing out of the 
Bucks Stove & Range company case. 
Gompcrs had been sentenced to 30 
days in jail and Mitchell and Morri- 
son had been fined $500 each. 

The decision of tho iilgh court 
means that the last chapter has been 
written In the famous labor case and 
that Gompors and his colleagues will 
never suffer any criminal punishment 
for their alleged disobedience ot tho 
Injunction Issued by Judge Wright of 
the supremo court of tho District of 
Columbia, aimed at tho publication In 
tho Anierican Foderatlonlat of tho so- 
called "unfair list." 

Justice Holmes read tho opinion of 
Iho court Ho emphasized that tho 
proceedings In tho district court 
against tho labor leaders wero "a 
punlahmont solely for past acts, not 
for prevention of acta in tho future," 
Tho decision turned on tho plea of 
tho statute of limitations, which had 
been urged by tho labor leaders as a 
bar to their prosecution by tho com- 
mittee ot prosecutors appointed by 
Judge Wright Thoy claimed that, they 
could not bo prosecuted for acta com- 
mitted three years prior to the time 
when they wero last prosecuted in tho 
District courts. 

Justice Holmes was inclined to take 
a broad view of tho atatuto of llmlta- 
tlona and declared that It did not make 
any difference whether tho case 
agalnat tho labor leaders was a regu- 
lar Indictment or somo oUier proceed- 
ings, tho statute of limitations applied 
just th»i name. 

Tho action of tho high court, ac- 
cording to officials of tho department 
ot Justice, means that nothing moro 
will be done In tho case. It will bo 
allowed to go by default.

A movement Is on foot for a 
national organization In China and In 
a number ot cities local work has beea 
started. Whilo no' accurate' figures 
are available, thoso who nro In po- 
sition to know claim that consumption 
takes annually from 500,000 to 1,000.- 
Ilves In China alone. In India the 
death rate Is fully as high, and on ac- 
count of caste distinctions abd native 
superstitions, the problem of preven- 
tion and treatment Is peculiarly dim- 
cult.

Culture of Kungoua Disease That De- 
stroys Them May Bo Obtained 
From the State Entomologist. 



By H. A. M'KEENE, 
Secretary Illinois Farmers' Institute. 
Wo have In Illinois more than 200 
different kinds of Insects In tho clover 
floldB. Not all of them feed on tho 
plant, but moru than half of them do. 
Many different; kinds ont tho leaves, 
or suck the sap from the plant, yot 
comparatively few of these are numo^ 
ous enough, as a rule, to Injure tho 
plant appreciably, If tho plants are 
given proper environment and condi- 
tions. 

Wp are advised by Prot. W. P. Hint, 
nsslatant to the state entomoIoRlat, 
that many flclda of clover are already 
infeated with the clover leaf weevil to 
the extent that tho crops will be great- 
ly damaged If not entirely destroyed. 
Some complaints and. Inquiries are 
coming In from alfalfa growers, aa tho 
insect onomies ot alfalfa are essential- 
ly those of clover, and tho loaf weevil 
Ib eflpcclaiiy fond of the young alfalfa 
leaves. 

The clover leaf weevil appears dur- 
ing March and tho flrst Injury is seen 
in the form of little round holes la the 
clover or alfalfa leaves. If wo look 
around on, the ground under .the rub- 
bish, we will-flnd the little green grubs. 
In tho day time they rest on tho 
ground curled head to tall, but at night 
they crawl to the plont and do thp 
damage. In Juno these grubs apfn 
cocoons, become pupae, and flnally 
turn Into booties; these beetles can bo 
found any day In summer. They do 
even more damage than tho grubs, 
stripping the leaves, and somellmes 
eating the plant down to the ground. 
Lato-In summer they lay eggs; these 
hatch and tho young grubs hibernate; 
many of them aro killed by the cold, 
but plenty survive. 
This insect continually threatens the

No two poultrymon follow the same 
syBlpm of feeding. Indeed the systcra 
may vary with each' Individual accord- 
ing to the material at hand and. tho 
necdB ot the fowls. There are cer- 
tain foods tha^must be supplied, viz.. 
water, carbohydrates, protein and min- 
eral matter. 

Water is of supremo Importance. 
It compoBOB 50 per cent ot tho body of 
tho fowl and CG per cent of tho weight 
of. the egg. To curtail at this point 
meaiU an empty egg basket- In very 
Bovere weather much wlU bo gained 
by removing the chill, It It can be 
done conveniently. 

Carbohydrates comprise starch, 
sugar, resin, etc., and are found large- 
ly in grains. They supply the fuel 
that glvea the heat ond vital energy to 
the body. Heat and energy can bo 
derived from protein, but this Is ex- 
pensive, henco the importance of 
grains such as corn, wheat, oats and 
barley as a liberal portion of the ra- 
tion. 

Protein embraces the nitrogen bear- 
ing compounds of the food. It la 
found in limited quantity In grains, 
but more abundantly In, such feeds as 
InsectB. meat, scraps, linseed meal, 
bran, ralddilnga, etc. Tho proportion 
of protein to carbohydratea should bo 
one to flvo In a well balanced ration. 
As proteln.la the material with which 
cella are made and with which the 
cells build up tlssuea, and. as -It en- 
ters largely into tho composition ot 
mUBclo and nerve, and forma a largo 
perotintago of the substance of tho 
egg. Us Importance as a. food Is ap- 
parent There la probably no better 
source of protein for the pouUo'mau 
than a good grade ot meat scraps. It 
should never be used, however, until 
thoroughly tested for mold or other 
impurities. 

Mineral matter la supplied to some 

extent In grains and protein feeds, but 

more especially In grit, oyster shells, 

granulated bone. etc.

The scratch- 
em>,TCgous disease that comes In feed should be composed of sound 
damp weather and sweeps them off 
like magic. It this fungus does not 
appear and the grubs are present in 
alarming numbers, tho fungous culture 
may be obtained from tho state onto- 
mologlBt and tho field inoculated. La- 
ter the clover may be clipped back, 
or It may bo pastured, or It may bo cut 
early, according to conditions at the 
time of infestation. 

Clover insects make a great yearly 
dralu on tho plants, but It Is so con- 
stant it la not always noticed. If wo 
could exclude all the Insects except 
those that poilenlzo the clover, wo 
would undoubtedly get an immense 
IncreaBcd yield of seed. No part of 
the plant is exempt from attack; the 
roots ore eaten by tho root borer and 
other grubs, and their sap sucked by 
the mealy bug; tho stem Is hollowed 
out by the stem borer, the leaves and 
stems are pierced by many sucking 
Insects and devoured by a great va- 
riety of caterpillars, beetles and grass- 
hoppers; the ovule Is destroyed by the 
maggot of tho seed midgo, and the 
seed as It develops is eaten out by tho 

chalcid. - , , 

Clover and alfalfa are heavy teed- 
ers on nitrogen, calcium and phosphor- 
us. Chemical analysis shows 3B 
pounds of calcium, five pounds of phos- 
phorus and 40 pounds ot nitrogen In 
each ton ot clover or alfalfa. If prop- 
er drolnago la provided tho nitrogen 
gathering bacteria which live on the 
rooU will supply tho 'nitrogen from 
the air, but we must supply the calci- 
um and phoHphoruB in the form of 
ground limestone and raw rock phos- 
phate. If we will do this our clovers 
will be such vigorous growers that

PORTABLE FENCE FOR CHICKS 

Where Space lo Limited It Is Better to 

Move Coop« About and Give 

Grass Chance to Grow. 

It is not always convenient nor tho 
best plan to buUd permanent, oubatau- 
Ual yards to meet temporary needs. 
AVhero space Is limited, especially 
grass space. It la much better to move 
tho chick coops about ond give the 
grass a chance to grow and tho ground 
to freshen, tor tho chicks eat and wear 
down tiie grass. For a movable fence 
there la nothing that wo have aeen eo 
convenient as the following simple or- 
rangement: Instead ot setting PO^ts jx 
tho ground and faatcnlng the wire with, 
Btaples aa la usually done, tho fencing 
is held In place and upright by wire 
Dosta or pins made of ono-fourth Inch 
rndtorlal sharpened at one ond and 
looped at the other, thus making them 
easy lb push Into the ground and to 
puU up. By being woven through tho 
mesh ot the fencing they act as posts 
and braces In a very aattsfactory man- 



Shaping a Tree. 
The shaping- of a tree should bo 
done when It Is young. The practise 
of allowing useless limbs to grow only 
to be sawed or chopped off when the 
tree la largo la a mistake, _ as every 
undesirable limb grown deprives the 
other limbs of so much food and nour- 
ishment.

MYSTERY OF EASTER ISLAND 



None Can Tell of What Race Were 

the Sculptors Who Carved the 

Immense Images. 

Hugo and grotesque stone Images 
stand and lie over tho fertile surface 
of a deserted Island far south In the 
Poclflc. It Is a place that Poo might 
have sung Into existence or Rider 
Haggard created for the scene of some 
fantastic romance. Even Its name, 
Easter island, seems more literary 
than geographical. Easter Island, 
2,000 miles from South America and 
1,400 miles from Pllcalrn Island, has 
on* all the 45 square miles of Its area 
less than two hundred people. Uut It 
has other Inhabitants, great masses of 
rock, 600 In number, each carved Into 
the semblance of a human figure, tho 
origin of which la a mystery. These 
statues weigh on an average from ton 
to twelve tons each, some of them 
reaching a weight of 40 tons. A few of 
them stand on strong platforms 409 
feet long, and many similar platforms 
stand untenanted. 

At the quarry, which Is a crater 
(for Easter Island Is of volcanic ori- 
gin), a number of these Images llo 
half formed as the vanished sculptors 
left them. 

There Is another crater where tho 
crowns of the figures were made from 
rock of a different sort. Hero, too, , 
are found unfinished specimens. — 
Churchman.

and Heroine* Under the Stress 

of Great Necessity. 

Most of us ought to be keenly Inter- 
ested In death, for we never have been 
really allvo, says a writer In Colller'a 
Weekly. Wo have never reached our 
height, never measured up, to what 
possibilities are within us. The proof 
la a matter of con^mon observation. 
A big company gets Into serious busi- 
ness dinicultlos, and the omdnls, who 
had been fussy, vain and pompous, be- 
come men again, call their aubordl- 
nates In and plan tho campaign so 
that everyone goes out a hero— to win. 
Like Kipling's gluttonous old Roman 
general, they become "young again 
among tho trumpcta." In flood time, a 
telephone call may mean safety or de- 
struction to many people, and a 
naturally careless and flippant girl 
becomes a heroine, sticking lo her 
switchboard all night to send tho mes- 
sages through while n rising river 
gnaws fit tho building's foundations. 
Caught by a cavo-ln, a foul-mouthed 
old miner walks off Into tl]o gas to 
die nlono bo that his younger comrade 
may have what air there Is and tho 
chance of getting back to his family. 
Some rough fishermen stranded on a 
perilous reef haul down their signal 
of distress because they know that a 
small boat cannot live In that mad 
sea. So It goes on year after year — 
theso people might easily be thought 
of as ordinary, dull and mean, tho 
commonest human animals, but when 
the hour strikes llfo flames up within 
them, and they rise to meet their fate 
with as calm a soul as ono who goes 
to pick flowers in his mother's gar- 
den. What will this world -be like 
when wo get Into tho habit, of living 
up to something near tho best that Ja 
In us?

Time Is rometliing which cannot bo 
adequately doflned. It Is what scien- 
tists call a relative thing — something 
dependent on other things. It Is. of 
course, measured by events, or rather 
tho sequonco of events. 

Suppose, for Instance, that It takes 
a man one second to ralso and lower 
his hand. If thoro are other beings 
that can perform the same action In 
a hundredth of a second, that period 
will bo a second to thoni, for after all, 
wo measure time by the number of 
physical actions we can perform. This 
being the case, certain Insects that 
live only a week havo really lived 
several yeors. 

If wo can Imago human life on an 
electron, that tiny pa-tlcle of modern 
physics, a thousand of which are found 
In an atom of hydrogen, ono second 
of our tlmo Is about twenty billion 
years to them.

A great many things depend upon 
this Idea of tlmo.

Both Pleasure and'ProfIt to Be Found 

In the Keeping of Bees, Saya 

One Who Knows. 

Dcckeeping means not only pleas- 
nre and profit, but a more healthful 
condition of body and mind. It Is well 
adapted to women and fits In with 
other work. It Is not necessary to do* 
veto any regular time to It, as you can 
generally plan for It according to tho 
work you have on hand, and the sea- 
son la practically confined to six 
months *of tho year, writes Emily L. 
Tucker In Farm and Fireside. As to 
location, It Is posslblo to keep bees 
In tho city even on the roofs of build- 
ings, but of course It Is much better to 
be In the suburbs, and better still In 
the country. My sister and I have 
kept bees for the past eight years. Wo 
started with only two colonies. At 
tho end of our first season we had In- 
creased our colonies to four and had 
taken off 25 boxes of honey, besides 
several more boxes partly finished. Wo 
gradually Increased to 19 colonies, but 
found that was too many to caro for 
with our other work, so wo have only 
13 at present Our crop of honey 
varies according to conditions. Sorao 
seasons wo have had over four hun- 
dred and fifty boxes of honey, besides 
many unfinished boxes that wo keep 
for our own use. What wo sell retails 
for 25 cents per box. but we make a 
special price to dealers. Tho net 
amount received for honey adds quite 
a little to our Income. 



Atmosphere Above Earth. 

It has been estimated by one scien- 
tist that at an altitude of 300 miles 
abovo the surface of the earth tho at- 
phere Is composed entirely of coronl- 
um; and that farther up still the coro* 
nlum exists, getting thinner as U ex- 
tends Into space. 

At a height of 130 miles he esti- 
mates that tho atmosphere conslsta of 
about equal parts of coronlum and 
hydrogen, and at 45 miles the coro- 
nlum la an appreciable part. Nearer 
the earth there is less and less of this 
light gas, until at the surface of the 
earth— If It exists at all— It la only In 
a very minute quantity.

Is ono of tho 
great pests of Australia. In their 
"camps" In the dense scrub of gullies 
and swamps, they may be seen by tho 
thousands, crowded so thlclfly on the 
'trees that branches are frequently 
broken by their weight. Their nightly 
raids In Eearch of food cover consider- 

.ablc distances and they are especially 
partial to figs,' f^ananas, peaches and 
otlicr poft fruit Various expedients 

' have been tried to protect the 
orchards, but hitherto these have 
proved more expensive than success- 
ful. On ono occasion hundreds of 
thousands of foxes were shot at an 
expense to the government of New 
South Wales for powder and shot of 
30 cents each. A Uttlo later whole- 
sale destruction by means of dyna- 
mite and other explosives was at- 
tempted. The foxes avoided tho treoa 
that had been so carefully charged, 
and- the explosives did no harm.

Things to Proper Account, But (t 

It' a Rare PoMOiilon. 

Among tho most pitiable and often 
tho most hopeless factors of city pov- 
erty aro Us Ignorance and helpless- 
ness. Poverty, for a tlmo at least, Is 
not such a terrible thing to tho woman 
who knows how to make every cent 
sho can get servo the needs of her 
family to tho utmost. In Mrs. Stowo'a 
novels of •Now England, one of tho 
feminine qualities most lauded la "fac- 
ulty." It means tho ability to turn 
every smallest bit of material to tho 
boat account. Mrs. Stowo herself was 
terribly poor beforo "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin" was written, and sho know how 
valuable "faculty" could bo. Some- 
how or other ono does not associate 
such poverty na that of the Stowes, 
In their Cincinnati and Maine days, 
or that of tho hundreds of New Eng- 
land families which have sent sons to 
college on Incomes less than that of 
a motorman In Brooklyn, with tho 
poverty for the relief of which so 
many organizations are created In tho 
city. One reason Is that tho country 
families commonly had a garden and a 
chicken house from which they could 
rnlso a conslderabltTpart of their food, 
but a greater reason Is that tho coun- 
try women were trained to get tho 
last ounce of nutriment out of every 
bit of food and the last shred of wear 
out of every bit of clothing. Tho story 
of the New England woman who mado 
herself a "go-to-meeting" silk dress 
from tho pieces left from tho dress- 
making of her, more opulent relatives 
is pathetic In ono aspect of It, but It 
was proof of a faculty which could 
havo faced tbe poverty of a city tene- 
ment undaunted.

Light Draft 

Ther»^ is not « lighter tlraft sulky plow mmle ihu ntho J. I. Case 
Now Foot Lift Sulky. To dGinoustnite this we arc conatnutly giving 
denioustnitioua having ouo man to puU our sulky plow. He guu- 
ernlly has another man ou his back and another one in the seat. The 
plow is set to turn a full furrow of average depth. If all friction was 
not rediieed to a minimum it can readilv bo seeu that the man would 
,not benblotopull theplow. Such light draft is possible through 
the combined use of the spring pressure lock, tho single, bad, and 
adjustments to relieve landside i)ressure. 

If a man cau^puli this plow, what will the reduction in draft 
which makes it possible mean to your team and the amount of work 
they can doday alter dayt 

Penetration 

Very often, in case the ground ia exceedingly soft or exceedingly 
hard, adjustment ia needed iu the penetration of the plow. Fre- 
quently the statement ia made by some makers that they need no aa- 
justment on the plow for this purpose, because their plows are cor- 
rectly (1) set at the factory. Experieuco has shown that sulky pjpwa 
cannot be set at the factory to meet all the varying conditions of field 
work any more than cultivator shovels can be set rigidly at one pomt 
in the factory and no means of adjustment be provided. If such set- 
ting were possible when the plow is new, still it would not provide for 
the different aharpuesa ot the share at different times or tho 
wear oii the plow as it occurs.

Its striking but unfinished portal 
looms darkly through tho rain and of- 
fers no Invitation -to enter, although 
the Interior Is In some respects attrac- 
tive. A detour- around the- building 
affords an Intorestlng conception of 
tho narrowness and crookedness of 
tho streets of old Paris, and gives 
also an Idea of tho manner In which 
strictly secular ostabllshmonts wero 
huddled against tho very walls of tho 
sacred edincos of former days. 

ncturnlng to Ruo St. Martin, a few 
yards back from the river, we encoun- 
ter the sinister opening of tho Ruo do 
Vcnise, five centuries ago notorious ns 
the homo of usurers and cutthroats.

Tho celebration of Perry'a victory on 
Lake Erio recalls that tho northwest

Herald obsorvea. 

Oliver Hazard Perry, then a com- 
mander in the navy and much discon- 
tented because tho duties assigned 
to him offered no t>pportunlty for prov- 
ing his mettle, was a Rhodo Islander 
In charge of a fieet of gunboats guard- 
ing Narraganaett bay in tho winter of 
1912-iy. Poaaesscd,. ho said, "by an 
ardent doslro to moot tho enemies 
of bis country." ho applied for sorvlco 
on tho lakes. On vhe vory day that 
tho Older camo for his transfer to 
Lake Erie ho sent forward fifty men.

prohibit an excursion, however Inno- 
cent tho street may now bo of law- 
lessness. 

Back toward tho Seine wo now go, 
making for tho Hotel de VUlo. which 
holds abundant memories of ■ French 
talstor}'. It Is not tho old building 
which rises before us, however, but a 
replacement on the site of tho ruins 
left in 1871 by the destructive com- 
munards, who after tho collapse of the 
government Incident to the German 
siege formed a "committee of public 
safety." which established headquar- 
ters here. Tho communards, under 
whose brief rulo much devastation 
was wrought. Including tho burning ot 
the Tullerles and tho Palais Royal, 
were finally overpowered after a furi- 
ous struggle In the placo boforo the 
Hotel de Vllle, and, having previous- 
ly accumulated combustibles Inside 
tho building, withdrew within Its walla 
and, regardless of the lack of means 
of cercsB, set fire to tho pile. Fully 
six hundred thus perished. 

So passed a structure that had been 
tho scene of stirring happenings. It 
^'as always tho domocratlo center, as 
opposed to tho aristocratic Louvre, a 
few squares westward. Here the 
"third estate," so troublesome, dovel-* 
oped Ua power. Here the captors of 
the Bastllo wero welcomed triumi 
phantly on the 14th ot July, 1789, 
when thoy returned with 'head-doco- 
rated pikes from their successful at;

Copenhagen, Denmark. — How has 
Denmark, a 'lUtlo country with less 
than fifteen thousand square miles of 
area, established llsolf as one of the 
best nsrlcu)tural centers In the world? 
Why ta It that Denmark produces the 
best butter, the best bacon, tho beat 
eggs, that have over been placed upon 
the markets of Europe? How can this 
Ultlo country export each year fifty 
odd minion dollars* worth of butter, 
over four .million dollars' worth of 
cream and milk, thirty odd million dol- 
lars' worth of tho finest bacon and 
eight minion dollars* worth of eggs? 

Denmark has,no, rich mInoB.no, great 
forests, no water power. The soil. 
the ono resource. Is not naturally fer- 
tile. In fact, Denmark la a low-lying 
expanso of wind-swept sand dunes, 
with hero and there small stretches 
of richer soil. Much of Its more pro- 
ductive soil Is the result of scientific 
drainage, fertilization and rotation of 
crops. Chilling winds sweep over tho 
country the year around, and these, 
with tho prevailing fogs, render tho 
climate an Inhospitable ono. 

Man has been no kinder than nature 
to this little country. In tho eight- 
eenth century thp nobility and tho 
crown owned all the valuable lands, 
while the peasantry wero either serfs 
or tenants under Imposulblo condi- 
tions. Export duties made foreign 
commerco unprofltahlo. Early In tho 
nineteenth century economic condi- 
tions had only begun to'lmprovo when 
tho Napoleonic wars again spread dis- 
aster and poverty over the country. 
Still a little Utcr Denmark's Ger- 
manic nolghbora to tho south took 
from tho already small nation tho 
province of Schleswlg-Hol stein. Then 
Germany, In tho early eighties, built 
up a high tariff woll which excluded 
Danish products. Tho commerce upon 
which tho people depended for their 
revenues was gone, and the country 
waa Btlll again grievously stricken. 
Its Proaent Prosperity. 
Yet today. In spite of all those handl- 
capa, Denmark Is In proportion to Its 
population tho wealthiest country In 
Europe. Elghty-nlno per cent of tho 
agriculturists own their own land. Her 
fannors have hpcu called the best 
farmers arid the most skilled rural 
business men In tho world. Rural 
Denmark produces tho best bacon, but- 
ter and eggs ever produced; their pigs 
turn feed Into pork more scientifical- 
ly than the porkors of any other na- 
tion; their hons lay more eggs, and 
their cows are more etfoctlvo as milk 
ajid butter producing machines. These 
larmers have worked out a system of 
co-operative marketing so eftectlvo 
that It la estimated that over ninety 
per cent of what tho conaumor pays 
for Danish farm pt'oducts actually 
reaches tho pockot-book of the man 
who produces It— a rather significant 
figure compared with* tho generally 
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Growinff Smaller Every ^ay. 
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notonlygiverdief 
— i-theyperma- 



HIs teachers were mature, well-trained 
men of good Intellectual ability, well 
paid, and, In moat cases, community 
leaders and organizers. 

From fourteen t6 eighteen la an ago 
when Danish boys and girls aro grow- 
ing physically and working at prac- 
tical things, for tho young Dane can- 
not enter tho folk high school until he 
la eighteen. 

Farm Apprenticeship. 
The prospectlvo farmer, however, 
has not stoppeil his educative proc- 
f^sses during this period. There la In 
Denmark a recognized system of farm 
apprenticeship for the future farmer. 
It is a common practise here 'for tho 
father who wishes his son to become 
a farmer to put him for a period of 
three years upon some of the accredit- 
ed model farms of the country. Gen- 
erally ho stays on one farm for ono 
year, moving on to a second and then 
a third In order that ho may get dif- 
ferent and broader points of view and 
may see agriculture specialized along 
different lines upon the different farms. 
On these farms ho la given an oppor- 
tunity to learn, but for tho most part 
his tfme Is spent In hard labor. He 
loams to farm by farming. 

Folk Schools and Patriotism. 
After his apprenticeship Is complet- 
ed ho goes for at leant a few months 
to one of tho folk high schools, which 
aro In the broadest sense schools of 
patriotism. Inspiring lectures aro 
used for Instruction more widely than 
aro text books. Tho history and liter- 
ature of tho country la tho theme of 
many an hour. Every class Is opened 
with a song, either patriotic or re- 
ligious, and each day extensive read- 
ings upon patriotic and religious topics 
are given. Practical political economy 
and sociology aro Included In the dally 
work.' No ono under eighteen may ot- 
tend these folk high schools, but many 
an older man or woman In later llfo 
finds there that for which there waa 
no opportunity In youth. Tho schools 
aro co-cdu cation nl, but are co-educa- 
tional in a thoroughly sogrogatod 
way, for tho men attend in winter and 
tho women only In the summer 
months. 

Theso schools aro privately owned 
and not nbsolutoly free. Tho cost of 
fivo months' Instruction and boord for 
tho men for tho winter months Is 
about ^55, while the women, who gen- 
erally attend theso schools In summer, 
pay only about ?30 for three months' 
instruction. Including board and lodg- 
ing. Small as^theso feoa seem to be, 
tho state has various ways of re- 
ducing tho fees, especially for tho sons 
and "daughters of tho small holders. 
Tho total number of students In theso 
summer and winter schools tho last 
few years hos never been less than 
ton thousand. 

University Extension.

It requires native 
shrewdness to do these, things, hut It 
ixeqUlcea somothing moro.. It requires 
In addition scientific^ agrlcultuj-al 
knowledge, a big conception of tho agri- 
cultural posslbllltloB of tho country and 
a generous loyalty to atatq and com- 
munity—an aggregate of qualities that 
none but an educated man possessps. 
And the Dane Is Indeed in very truth 
in every sense of tho word nn educated 
man. Ho baa been trained to make 
;uio host use of himself and of his en-

what similar to tho untverBlty oxton- 
sion courses given by some of our 
American colleges. Tho high school 
professors frct|Uontly go out to tho 
schoolhouflos for popular lectures upon 
history and lltoraturo. and upon soci- 
ological subjects. Generally a llttlo 
association Is formed for tho course of 
from six to ten lectures. Possibly ono 
crbna (twenty-seven cents) for the 
year Is.'chorged, or there may bo a 
ebargo ot-twenty ora (four cents) for 
each lecture^"' Hero at the high school 
building, they also hold In tho fall a 
special community moetlhg for three 
"oi^'fbur days' during which- threo lec- 
turoB per day on "subjects similar to 
thoso taught In the school aro given, 
and In addition men of learning or re- 
nown from tho outsldb nro brought In. 
' At this folk school the young farm- 
er who has had his common school 
training, with all Its contact with tho 
r.ealltlea of life, and whq has lo;^rned 
In threo years' apprenticeship how to 
farm; has an opportunity to learn how 
to bo a citizen and a patriot. But ho 
haa not yot cbmplbttsd his school work. 
Upon the farm ho has learned how to 
do tilings. Ho has yet to learn why. 
So ho goes to an agficuHural coUcgo 
and loams tho theoretical and sclon- 
tiflc why which Is back ipf tho prac- 
tical how. This la tho story of Den- 
mark's farmer In the making, through 
common .school, opprontlccshlp, folk 



high school and agrlcuHuml colloga. 
Ono baa put to travel 'through tho ru- 
ral Boctlons of Denmark to sntlafy 
himself that tho outcome of this 
process of education Is a finished 
product of extremely high offlciency. 
Tho State and the Farmer. 
Tho Danish government Is not chary 
In tho aid which It extends to tho farm- 
er. Tho aid, however, is always ex- 
tended upon tho fundamental theory 
that tho best way to help tho farmer 
Is to help him to help hlmsoir. Pos- 
sibly In no other way has tho govern- 
ment so greatly furthorod tho Inter- 
ests of ngriculture as In assisting In 
tho ncquioltion by each farmer of the 
soil which he tllip. Thanks to tho 
joint activities of tho government and 
tho o/^oporatlvo credit socletlcu. It Is 
easy'io buy a farm In Denmark. 

If tho would-bo buyer has forty per 
cent of tho prlco to bo paid for the 
farm and all Its oqulpmont ho may 
apply to a credit society for a loan of 
sixty per cent of tltb value, tho loan 
to run for from forty-five to seventy- 
nlno years. Each year the farmer pays 
from four to six per cent of tlio prin- 
cipal amount borrowed. This, how* 
over, Is' not wholly Interest, but In- 
cludes a small Installment of principal, 
so that at the ond of tho period for 
which tho money was borrowed not 
only has the Intoreet been kept up, but 
tho principal has been automatically 
discharged. 

There are, however, otlier forms of 
loans even more advantageous, to tho 
borrower, particularly If ho bo ono of 
tho poorer farm laborers. If such a 
laborer Is anxious to become a land- 
owner on a small scale ho may under 
certain conditions, procure a loan for 
nine-tenths of the. purchase price of 
tho farm and equipment Tho condi- 
tions which ho must meet are: Ho' 
must have been a farm laborer, tor 
fivo years (tho law applies to women 
on tho farm as well as men) ; tho 
land must not exceed ten acres in ex- 
tent, nor ja.l-JO In value; he must 
work tho farm In a scientific manner, 
and must agree to follow a proper ro- 
tation of crops and, by tho use of 
manures and otherwise, Insure tho 
continued productiveness of tho land. 
For tho first five years tho laborer 
pays three per cent Interest and noth- 
ing upon tho principal. After that ho 
begins to add a small percentage lipon 
the principal In order to dlsohargo his 
debt. At no time, however, does tho 
total annual payment for prlnclpaVand 
Interest exceed four per cent of tho 
amount borrowed. 

Tho government Is back of theso co- 
operative credit societies. By benevo- 
lent legislation It makes their organlza* 
tlon and operation possible; It assists 
In supervision and inspection, and In 
'some cases It advances to tho co-op- 
eratlvo society thoTunds out of which 
the loans aro made. There are in 
Denmark about half a million families, 
Including those In cities and villages. 
Co-operatlvo credit societies have a 
membership of oyer two hundred thou- 
sand—that la to say. two out of every 
five farailles In tho entire country 
seem to be represented In these co- 
operative credit organizations. In 
fact. It Is because It Is so easy to buy 
land In Denmark that tho tenant Id 
disappearing and the small land ownei 
Is taking his place. 

Other Qovernment Assistance. 
Tho government haa also enacted 
much other legislation calculated to 
serve tho Interests of the farmer. I( 
has regulated carefully the manu- 
facture and sale of margarine, so that 
it Is. Impossible to Import or export 
or soil It under any false representa* 
tlon that It la butter; It has regulated 
the quality of butter and has forbidden 
the export of butter containing more 
than sixteen per cent water, of butter 
for the preservation of which anything 
other than common salt Is used, ol 
butter colored with ony subatanco de- 
rived from coal tar. All butter muKt 
have been made from milk or cream 
which has been pasteurized; It musl 
havo been madoln an inspected dairy; 
it must have upon It the Danish label 
guaranteeing Us quality. 

Tho sanitary condition In tho cream- 
eries, tho method of packing, and the 
process of tho salo of butter, aro tlior 
oughly controlled by government au- 
thority. If any dairy which has been 
authorized by the government to use 
Danish label for Its product violates 
any regulation or law tho minlstor ol 
ngriculturo has tho right to lake away, 
either temporarily or permanently, 
tho authorization to use tho national 
trndo • mark. Butter from foreign 
lands muEt'not bo marked In any way 
to Imply that It has been mado In 
Denmark, and those wishing to Import 
butter must make a declaration and 
bo properly registered. 1 

Co-Operatlon Chief Factor. 
Thoso familiar with tho condltlona 
In Denmark concede that tho educa- 
tion of tho farmer has contributed 
largely to tlio success of Danish agri- 
culture. Every- loyol Dane Is proud 
of the government which has seen the 
great Importance of furthering tho In- 
terests of the farmer by every means 
within its power. But no ono who 
knows, over for a minute" conceives 
that Denmark could hove taken hoi 
present position as a produced of- the 
world's beat farm products, without co- 
operative organization. It Is bpcause 
of -co-operation that It pays, to form 
scientifically. Tho production of ;tho 
highest grades of fnrni products Is 
mado worth whilo bocau'ao co-operation 
ennblea tho farmer to tako thoso |ilgh- 
grado products to the profitable, In ox- 
haiistlblo. and discriminating markets 
of the world. It Is co-operation tlmt 
has resulted In better farming, bettei 
business, bettor .living. Co-oper^tlpn 
has kept tho tarmer'a sons and daugh- 
ters upon the land and has stopped the 
rush to tho city., Co-oporatlon, In faqt, 
dominates tho economic llfo of lh« 
ontlro nation

It 
shows how when production falls be- 
low a normal level evon for a day 
there Is a heavier burden to bo add* 
ed to each article produced, as "over- 
head charge." and for all labor cosla 
based on work by tho hour, day or 
week. 

Ono reason why newspaper advcr. 
tlstng has grown very fhst during 
recent years Is that retail merchants 
.understand how this principle applies 
to their busInoSB. In former days a 
merchant fitted out hia store, hired 
his clerks and aat down to wait In a 
pasalve fashion for bualneaa. IIo waa 
very apt to find that he did not do 
an amount of trade that was normal, 
either for the capital Invested In 
equlpmorit and stock, or for the coat 
of his help. The result waa. that tho 
proportion of failures among retail 
merchants used to be abnormally 
largo. There la rarely any money In 
a store that docs not have tho ap- 
pearance of being busy. 

It 1b n6t a difficult thing to turn tho 
current of trade In any given direc- 
tion. It la not hard to convert an idle 
or half worked and unprofitable re- 
tail plant Into a busy and profitable 
one. If the stock Is well chosen and 
offered at fair prices, tho public can 
always bQ Interested In It. It la sim- 
ply a question of taking In detail 
the various attractive features of tho 
Btock, and talking r.bout them through 
the newspaper.
